Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner appreciates the time that Dr. Finkelstein took to 
explain the invention. Based upon the discussion, the applicant pointed out several aspects which would have been 
apparent to one skilled in the art that would be helpful to overcome the rejections of record (including the methods used 
in the art; the yield in a boiling method and the inability to amplify following dye, UV and marking). The applicant 
indicated reasons why the combination of references may not be combinable. The examiner suggested that the 
arguments would be appropriate in declaration form. Additionally, the examiner suggested that applicant may wish to 
consider amending claim 18 to encompass the limitations of claim 34 to emphasize the importance and capabilities of 
the method to work in small samples.
